'The young man who enters man- 
hood without a good practical 
knowledge of a trade or profession, 
that will enable him to earn a liveli- 
hood, begins life lacking the funda- 
mental requisite lo success. In 
this age of specialisation, in which 
trained ability is the recommonda- 
I ion to perseverance a complete mas 
tery over some one calling 
luiely indispensable to attain the 
rewards of this busy world. The 
high stale of perfection to which 
modern producing agencies have 
been brought, and the competitive 
slide that marks the struggle for 
industrial supremacy, demands 
thorough skill to engage in their 
held of labor. Mediocrity, or a mere 
acquaintance with the catchwords 
of a trade, does not constitute a 
mechanic, nor have they any value 
to the practical business seeking 
competent help. 

There is altogether too much of 
the bookish and theoretical in early 
education and not enough of the 
natural and practical. The useful 
is sacrificed to the ornamental. 
Storing the mind with a mass of 
useless information, worn-out 
phrases and unmatured philosophy, 
instead of training the faculties 
with a knowledge of some art or 
trade that will be of value as a 
bread-winner, has been the curse 
of educational systems that are 
now being recognized as wrong in 
theory and vicious in practice 
The ability to figure out how lone 
it would require a cannon ball to 
reach the nearest fixed star, or to 
lell the exact da ueen Eliza- 

beth's death, has little value in 
curing a positive that calls for 
familiarity with the needs of pi 
tical life. Mechanical skill is al 
ways in demand, bul the supply 

seldom meets it. With a detailed 
insight into the needs of a trade, 

no one need long remain Unemploy- 
ed in the industrial world. Al the 
bottom of social and industrial (lis 
content, wiih its agitations, vice, 
crime and the Iramp evil, is defec- 
tive training in the art of legiti- 
mately gaining a living. Starting 
in life ignorant o( its realities, their 
faculties undeveloped and with no 
power of application, young men 
face the world with 1 he elements id' 

failure weighing down the first ef- 
forts of the career. It is Hie in- 
Competent who are Hie chronic dis- 
turbers of industrial peace, who 

loudly denounce the onerous in- 
equalities of social conditions that 
their own Incapacity leads them i<> 

believe exists to an undue degree. 
'They can always depict with greal 

wealth of argument the beauties of 

some Utopian system they think 
should supplant the existing order 
of things, but if called upon lo p 
form the commonest task they are 

seldom found equal lo Ihe occasion. 
'The rewards of lite arc, in the 
nature Of things, intended for (hose 
whose abilities deserve them, and 
ability is the icsult of study and 
application to the one line of labor 
chosen as best adapted to mental 

and physical capacity. Without a 
well defined purpose iii life, and an 

assiduous attention lo its details, 
interest and advancement, there 
can be no success to grace old 
age. Eh).

thing. 'The attention of the legis- 
lators was called to Hie horrible pos- 
sibility of a, " deaf species, etc," 
springing up through the constant 
association and companionship the 
Slate institution would cause among 
its pupils, and the resulting mar- 
riages, while the day schools would 
remove all such possibilities and 
give their pupils a. more " restored 
to society, etc., etc.," position in 
this world of ours, and assist in
